During several years‘of experience

It ts estimated that at Icast one- 
fifth of all patients who complain of 
indigestion are suffering from some 
form of gall-bladder disturbance, 


PAIN AND TENDERNESS 


Acute gallbladder disease in casy 

to dingnose when there {s pain In 
the right upper part of the abdo- 
men, with tenderness in the sama. 
region. In.some cases, however, the 
indications are not so plaln. In 
these instances the pain may be in 
the pit of the stomach, tha chest, 
or the back; ‘and other symptoms 
may be present which Indicate that 
there is possibly some disorder of 
the heart or the stomach or the 
bowel, 
These are tho cases demanding a 
thorough study, including X-raya of 
the stomach, bowel and gallbladder, 
as well as an_ electrocardiogram or 
electricnl tracing of the heartbcat. 
With these methods, the doctor 
usually can arrive at the proper 
diagnosis promptly. 


Operation for acute gallbladder 
infection, o8 a rulc, should be de- 
layed until the symptoms have sub- 
aided, except, of course, when there 
are aligns that perhaps the gallblad- 
der may rupture or break open. 


In the treatment of acute gallblad- 
der infection, .varlous drugs may 
be administered by the physician 
to relieve pain, ond flulds may be 
given by ‘injectlon under the skin 
or into a veln, Tho dict Is kept low 
in fats ond rich in vitamin B, 
especiatly the B-complex, vitamin C, 
and Vitamin Ko:
